Su n­ 
day night, a man the family described as Captain 
Hooper came to their home and notified them 
that their son had been killed in action. Mrs.

No Recessio n Seen in 1 9 7 0 


The Nixon Administration’s spokesman on b usiness. 
Secretary o f Commerce Maurice H. Stans, has taken a 
sounding o f 19 70 and sees no recession imminent. In­ 
stead. he sees a slow-down in inflation, consumer and 
business spending. 
Also he notes a retardation in the 
gTowth o f the Gross National Product figure; with all 
these fa cto rs fo resta lling 
over heated economic condi 
tions that would have made an “ economic b ust inevi­ 
tab le." 
Stans gave his preview- in an address to the Los 
Angeles Chamb er of Commerce, stating that next year’s 
real economic growth will b e at a slower rate in the 
first part of the year and picking up in the last half. His 
[judgment was corrob orated b y Budget Director Rob ert 
Mayo, who said flatly in Washington, “ I don’t b elieve we 
are going to have a recession.” 
A further squeeze on corporate profits next year 
is 
part of Stans’ outlook, due to lower production and 
higher lab or costs. 
The GNP is expected to rise 7.8 per cent this year to 
$9 80 b illion, a real increase of three 
per cent due to 
higher prices. Next year. Stans predicts the real increase 
will still b e lower, though the GNP may reach a trillion 
dollars for the first time. 
Stans reported estimates of 1970 capital spending b y 
corporations, ranging from increases of five to nine per 
cent. However, again b ecause of higher prices, there 
should b e little rise, in real terms, over the current year. 
Government spokesmen have steadily refused to 
name a maximum unemployment figure they would tol­ 
erate to comb at inflation, b ut Stans is said to have told 
the National Business Council the Administration could 
not slow unemployment to reach five per cent. 
In sum. Stans b elieves the present restraining policies 
have already achieved “exactly the right effect” and 
must continue to control inflation. We can look for high 
interest rates and tight money for an indefinite period, 
with lower spending and more unemployment until it 
hurts. Cooling the prolonged b oom is exacting a fearful 
price we must all b ear. 


Ta x Refo rm Speed 


The Senate Finance Committee finished in unexpected 
speed its version of the 368-page House-passed tax reform 
b ill and sent it to the Senate for action. Thus enhanced 
are the chances of tax reduction and reform b eing passed 
in time to b e effective on 1969 income, and to b e ap­ 
plied b y the March 15 and April 15 tax-paying dates in 
19 70. 
Senator Russell B. Long, chairman of the Finance 
Committee, was not so optimistic ab out further speeding 
of the timetab le. Even after long delib erations on the 
Senate floor, he predicted it will take at least two weeks 
and mayb e a month for a House-Senate conference com­ 
m ittee to iron out differences in the two versions. 
Cha irma n Wilbur D. Mills of the House Ways and 
Mea ns Co mmittee, W'here the b ill originated, is much 
mo re o ptimistic a bo ut 
getting it into law this year. Once 
the Sena te a cts, he believ es the job of ironing out dif­ 
ferences ca n be do ne in fiv e days of intensive day and 
nig ht sessio ns. 
In dny ca se, ta x refo rm reduction seems to b e as 
a ured in time to a pply to 1 9 69 
incomes, and that is a tri­ 
umph fo r the ta x pa y ers.

a national sense, not a victory 
for either the Repub lican or 
the

party. 
The 
outcome of the contests was 
influenced 
largely 
b y 
local 
conditions rather than b road 
issues like the Vietnam War 
or the draft or the cost of 
living. 
There 
was, 
however, 
a 
definite trend — a m easure 
of discontent with democratic 
incumb ents which enab led the 
Repub lican party to win the 
governorships in New Jersey 
and in Virginia. In each case, 
the D em ocrats were divided, 
and the nominee did not have 
the 
norm al 
support 
of 
the 
party. 
Senator Harrison Williams. 
D emocrat of New Jersey, said 
that the results in his state 
"offer 
clear 
evidence 
of 
a 
voter upheaval, running from 
the 
smallest 
village 
to the 
largest city,” and that "the 
vote 
is 
an 
unmistakab le 
outcry 
against 
b urdensom e 
property 
taxes 
and 
city 
decay." 
In the m ayoralty elections, 
especially 
w here 
Negroes 
were candidates, there were 
s i g n s 
that 
racial 
con­ 
sciousness played a vital part 
in winning victories for some 
of the Negro nominees and 
in b ringing defeats to others.

promising signs of change are 
visib le and b igger ones can he 
b rought within range if only 
enough 
money 
for 
needed 
effort can he found and wisely 
applied. 
Heretofore, b lacks who have 
"m ade it” even 
in a 
large 
way 
b y 
any 
reasonab le 
standard of achievement have 
frequently b ecome em b ittered 
at the 
evident 
lack 
of 
ac 
ceptance b y white dominated 
society. 
To d a y , 
accommodation 
b etween whites and b lacks is 
som ewhat easier at the higher 
economic, 
professional 
and 
social levels where it ought 
to b e easy. It is not perfect. 
Suppressed tension still exists. 
Says this leader:

relationship,

militancy, its stress on pride 
and identity m ay help those 
struggling for influence in the
